Some top steel executives said | 
yesterday that even with last 
month’s $3.82-a-ton general in- of 
crease, prices are too low for the 
future health of the industry. The 
union asserted the boost was “un- 
warranted” and “indefensible.” 

Otis Brubaker of Pittsburgh. 
Pa., research director and spokes- 
man for the union that claims 
1,000,000 members, said the price 
rise was “far in excess of any 
demonstrable cost increases.” 

Brubaker's statement, 65 statis- 
tic-laden pages, was given to the 
Senate-House Economic Commit- | 
tee, which has been looking into | 
the price boosts. 

Misre presentation Alleged. 

Brubaker said there were mis- 
representations in reporting 
profit percentages. He said that 
Jones & Laughlin, the fourth 
largest steel company in the coun- 
try, had reported its profits to the 
committee yesterday at 1.6 per 
cent. According to Brubaker, that 
was the amount J. & L. paid in 
dividends to its shareholders. He 
said the figure the company 
should have used was 8.9 per cent, 
which he said was the profit that 
J. & L. got on its investment. 

“The steel companies tried to 
show how little their profits are 
as compared with the amount they 
pay. out,” Brubaker added. He 
called this a “misrepresentation,” 
and said that: “Most people try to 
dress up their figures to make 
themselves look good.” 

“Is that what you're doing?” 
asked Representative Rich (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania. ’ 

“No, sir,” said Brubaker, and he 
joined in the general laughter. 

Still Higher Prices Indicated. 
Until today, the committee had 
heard only from the heads of the 
steel companies. Without excep- 
tion they cited higher costs, espe- 
cially the new pension and insur- 
ance programs the steel workers 
got after their strike last fall. 
These programs are to be fi- 
nanced entirely by the steel com- 
panies.

The union permitted 21,000 of- 
fice and maintenance workers and 
supervisory employes to pass 
through token picket lines. 

It was a singular strike in one 
sense.

Union spokesmen said the 
UAW was so strong at Chrysler

Analyzes Charges. 

Analyzing the impact of fare 
changes on riders of these lines, 
Moss gave the following report, 
based on a check of passengers 
on an average day: 

Airport line—258 riders would 
pay an additional 5 cents; 20 
would pay the same fare as at 
present. 

Brentwood line — 276 would 
pay 10 instead of 12 cents; 1023 
would pay 22 instead of 12 
cents. 

Dale-Hanley line—248 would 
pay 10 instead of 12 cents; 574 
would pay an additional 10 
cents. 

Etzel line—343 would pay 10 
cents more. 

Creve — line—1216 would 
get a ent reduction; 19 
would pay 3 cents more than at 
present; 380 would pay 8 cents 
more; 3626 would pay 10 cents 
more. 

Kirkwood line — 1643 would 
get a 2-cent reduction; 1914 
would get a 10-cent increase.

SALVAGE EFFORTS 


NORFOLK, Va., Jan: 26 (AP) 
—Given a vote of confidence by 
Secretary of the Navy Francis P. 
Matthews, naval personnel con- 
tinued preparations today for 
their next attempt to pull the 


battleship Missouri off a Chesa- 
peake bay mud bank. 

Matthews got an aerial view of 
salvage. operations yesterday on 
his way back to Washington after 
speaking to the graduating class 
of the armed forces’ staff college 
here. He expressed confidence 
that the Navy would refloat its 
only battlewagon on active serv- 
ice. 

Divers worked through the 
night on the floor of Chesapeake 
bay, passing lines beneath the 
Missouri’s stern preliminary to 
placing six submarine salvage 
pontoons, each having 480 tons 
of lifting power. 

Tomorrow the salvage team 
will begin unloading the Big.Mo’s 
ammunition and rigging the 
heavy beaching gear. Each of the 
nine beaching gear installations 
will be tested as it is placed in 
position. 


Each installation consists of a 
four-ton anchor imbedded in the 
bottom of the bay and connected 
to a winch aboard the Missouri 
by a 1500-foot steel cable one and 
five-eighths inches in diameter. 

All nine installations are ex- 
pected to be in place over the 
weekend. Several tests will be 
‘conducted between that time and 
Feb. 2, when the next attempt 
will be made to free the war-

Texas Commentator Had 
Charged That Former 
Official Owned Site of 
Night Club. 


BELTON, Tex., Jan. 26 (AP)— 
Sam Smithwick, former deputy 
sheriff, was given a life term in 
prison last night for murdering a 
crusading radio commentator. A 
jury of 12 farmers and small-town 


business men returned a verdict 
of guilty of murder with malice in 
the killing of W. H. (Bill) Mason. 
The jury also fixed the punish- 
ment. 

Smithwick’s attorney said, “Of 
course we will appeal.” Smith- 
wick said after his conviction, 
“My conscience is clear. I am an 
innocent man.” 

Mason was shot to death last 
July 29 as he sat in his car in the 
industrial Section of Alice. He 
had made Smithwick the target of 
his last broadcast. He had said 
Smithwick owned property on 
which the Rancho Allegro, a night 
club, was located. Mason charged 
that prostitutes frequented the 
place. Smithwick testified during 
the trial that he shot after Mason 
grabbed at the gun he was hold- 


ing. 

In his closing argument, Dis- 
trict Attorney James K. Evetts 
said, “Bill Mason died because he 
had the nerve to tell the truth for 
a lot of little people.” 

Defense Attorney Henry Taylor 
Sr., charged Mason “was a killer 
and a murderer of good names 
and good reputations.” 

Taylor said the state had not

By comparison he could have 
made a will leaving his estate in two trusts for Mrs. 
Hanson. one trust to qualify for the marital deduc- 
tion and thereby cuthis estate in half for tax pur-

at her death. Under such a will, half the estate. 


would be taxed at Hanson’s death and the other 
half at his wife's death; whereas, under the joint 


property arrangement, half would be taxed at his

Second, in putting his property in joint names, 
Hanson made a gift of one half his estate to his wife 
and incurred a substantial gift tax liability. _ 
‘Third, under the joint property arrangement, if 
Mrs. Hanson sells the stock after her husband's 
death, her cost, for income tax purposes, will be 
his original cost. Since the stock is now worth far 
more than this cost, its sale would result in a large 
capital gains tax. But if Hanson’s stock were dis- 
posed of by his will, its cost, for income tax pur- 
poses, would be its value at the date of his death 
and ‘therefore it could be sold with little or no 
resulting capital gain. This is important because, 
after Hanson’s death, it will be necessary to sell a

Employes are being paid to listen to these po- 
litical speeches; in some cases at the time-and- 
a-half overtime rate. The companies, no doubt, 
feel that these payments give them the right to 
demand attention. But it will be recalled that 
earlier efforts to influence the opinion of 
workers through plant meetings, pamphlets in 
pay envelopes and the like were the compelling 
force behind the Wagner Act’s gag on employers. 
That went to the extreme of preventing an em- 
ployer from telling his side of the story in an 
industrial dispute, so modification was inev- 
itable. In its extreme form, the rule was a 
violation of the right of free speech. 5 

Now, the Auto Workers regard the compulsory 
lectures as a violation of the individuals’ right 
not to listen. The Milwaukee County CIO Coun- 
cil is considering legal steps against the practice. 
It says: “If the company hires a man to work on 
a machine, it has no right to make him attend 
lectures on politics. It would still be bad if they 
made him attend a song-fest or anything else not 
connected with his work.” N 

Apparently, this issue is headed for the courts. 
If attempts to influence unwilling listeners while 
paying them is deemed undesirable, how wrong 
is the effort to propagandize people through 
broadcasts in public buildings, in busses and in 
streetcars. The current music and plug-uglies 
may be only an offensive nuisance—and not 
even offensive to all—but the possibilities be- 
hind them are frightening. What is to keep all 
manner of propagandists from trying the me- 
dium? What is to keep the Government itself 
from using it? Here is something made to order 
for the man with the heart of a Goebbels. 

These possibilities moved this paper to de- 
nounce a relatively minor nuisance as an “ideo- 
logical acorn.” We have confidence in the good 
sense of the average American, and so we are 
not too alarmed. Still, if democracy is not to be 
severely strained by the many possibilities of 
mass propaganda, it will have to insist on a 
man’s right—at least on his own time—to listen 
or not to listen as he sees fit. He cannot be a 
“captive” and be free at one and the same time. 

He must be backed up in his right to turn 
the knob. 
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New Grab for Public Power 


Residents of 92 Missouri and Oklahoma coun- 
ties ought to know why and how they are being 
denied an opportunity to get low-cost electricity. 
Joseph Hanlon reports a new attack on the 
Southwestern Power Administration, which has 
been a popular target of private utility interests. 

One man—Congressman Whitten of Missis- 
sippi—has held up $44,000,000 in Rural Electri- 
fication loans. He raises a technical objection, | 
though REA is only doing what it has done 
before. The loans would let REA co-operatives 
build power lines hooking up with SPA dams. 
The money also would ‘build steam plants to 
supplement. SPA’s hydro-electric output. and 
keep it at a steady level. 

The steam plants are the key to the situation. 
Without them, SPA would have to sell its ir- 
regular power production to utilities which did 
have steam generating plants. The private firms 
would get the public power for a song. This is 
an old tactic. In northern California, Pacific 
Gas and Electtic Co. is trying to dominate 
power distribution by controlling a central 
steam plant. 

If the REA loans should be cancelled, 60 Mis- 


souri counties and 32 in Oklahoma would have to 


pay private companies to get public power, if 
they get any. It would be a blow to the REA 
program, which is intended to cupply electricity 
to rural areas long neglected by the utilities. 

Last week, Senator Thomas of Oklahoma and 
Representative Tackett of Arkansas introduced 
bills to require congressional approval of such 
REA loans. Now Representative Whitten de- 
mands that REA get his epproval. As chairman 
of an appropriations subcommittee that passes 
on REA funds, he has established. himself as 
judge and jury for the power program. 

Thousands of people would lose an opportu- 
nity for low-cost electric service if the south- 
western power project were wrecked. Only the 
private utilities would gain. What they would 
gain is an extended monopoly, and public power 
for private profit. 
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The Manchester Guardian complains that the 
British Labor Party’s election manifesto makes 
no mention of the buried but not forgotten 
groundnuts scheme. This must be the reserved, 
British way of injecting into the campaign the 
ery of peanut politics. 
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Sentimentalists Will Be Alarmed 

Time magazine waxes rather ecstatic over the 
mechanical “brains” which have been contrived 
by Harvard and the International Business Ma- 
chine Corp. Maybe the editors are getting ready 
to name one of them as the man of the year. 

In all truth, these machines are marvelous 


gadgets. They will solve enormous problems in 


almost no time at all. This cannot help being 
good news to all who regard mathematics as a 
tedious chore more fit for machines than men. 
But comes now Prof. Norbert Wiener of M.I.T. 
to say that it will be relatively easy to equip 
these mechanical “brains” with mechanical eyes, 
ears, fingers and legs. They can already run 
typewriters, so why shouldn't they be “trained” 
to run all manner of machines? 

“The second industrial revolution,” is what 
Prof. Wiener calls it. He talks of automatic 
factories: Machines running machines, ordering 
raw materials, inspecting them, storing them, 
running them through various fabricating proc- 
esses. At this point, if mot sooner, the senti- 
mentalists will take alarm: What is to happen to 
man in this world of mechanical monsters? They 
will note that, with one rather primitive excep- 
tion, all these mechanical “brains” so far have.

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Credit to Four State Senators 
We printed on this page early in November an 
editorial entitled “If We Mean What ‘We Say.”

What these four St. Louis Senators have done 
is as remarkable for its candor as it is fair and 
just. They set a splendid example for fellow 
members of the State Senate, particularly mem- 
bers of the Education Committee. Where do 
Senator Webbe’s 12 colleagues stand? Where, 
in particular, ‘does Senator Emery W. Allison 
stand? 

Senator Allison, as president pro tempore of 
the Senate, not only appointed Senator D. W. 
Gilmore of Benton to the chairmanship, but re- 
served a place on the committee for himself. 
Senator Allison now enjoys the indorsement of 
President Truman for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the seat of Senator Donnell in Washing- 
ton. Yet he seemingly is a party to the death of 
a bill which the Missouri House passed 100 to 8. 

Does Senator Allison support President Tru- 
man’s federal civil rights program?

George V. Allen emphasized again the United 
States’ willingness to accept almost anybody as 
an ally against the Kremlin when he presented 
his credentials as Ambassador to Yugoslavia. 
America is “opposed to aggression and the use 
of military force in the achievement of any 
aims,” he said, and therefore is “wholly sym- 
pathetic” to Tito's struggle to maintain Ydgo- 
slavia’s independence in the face of “threats of 
aggression” from Moscow. 

America may be “opposed to aggression and 
the use of military force in the achievement ot 
any aims,” but if so it has no business support- 
ing. Fratico, who rode to power behind Axis 
tanks and guns. And Tito’s liquidation of Mi- 
hailovich’s Chetniks is no recommendation to 


anybody who really thinks what Allen said the 


United States professes to believe. 


Tito should be encouraged, but simply patting 
him on the back and loosening the purse strings 


is not the kind of encouragement which is 


needed in this case. He should be encouraged 
to begin the conversion of ‘Yugoslavia into a 
free popular government. The fact that he has 
revolted from the Cominform does not make his 
dictatorship. more savory than Franco's, or 
Stalin’s. .

world. In it he said: 


A Revealing Speech. 


“From first-hand information 
given to me by the scientists 
whose prophecies were uncannily 
perfect during the course of the 
war, there can be little doubt 
that within the next 10 years, to 
be conservative, bombs of a size 
of the power equivalent to 100,000 
to 250,000 tons of TNT tan be 
made; something over 10 times 
more powerful than the bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima. 

“And if we can move to the 
other end of the periodic table 
and utiliz hydrogen in the gen- 
eration of energy, we would have 
a bomb somewhere around 1000 
times as powerful as the Naga- 
saki bomb. I have been told by 
scientists who are not mere 
theorists but who 
planned and made the bomb 
which was exploded in New Mexi- 
co that, given the same intensive 
effort which was employed dur- 
ing the war toward the produc- 
tion of that bomb, we were with- 
in two years’ time at the close 
of the war of producing a bomb 
of the hydrogen-helium type, that 
is, a bomb of approximately 1000 
times the power of the present 
bombs. 


Mr. Wherry’s View. 


The cost- of the Manhattan 
Project, which produced the Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki bombs, has 
been put officially at two billion 
dollars. That money was spent 
over three years, 1942-45. It is 
safe to assume that the spending 
gathered momentum as the proj- 
ect grew. Thus two years more 
at the same intensive rate would 
put the cost of the hydrogen 
bomb at under two billion dollars, 
but probably not very much be- 
low $1,500,000,000. 

If something like that amount 
is spent over the next few years 
on the new bomb, it will almost 
certainly come out of defense and

Many other examples could be 
cited. But there is a larger ques- 
tion that gets more directly at the 
danger that we may be hiding 
ostrich-like behind the atom bomb. 
This is whether or not public 
opinion, and even expert military 
opinion, may not be seriously un- 
derestimating the industrial and 
military potentialities of the So- 
viet Union, In his highly signifi- 
cant book, “Soviet Arms and So- 
viet Power” (Infantry Journal 
Press), Gen. Augustin’ Guillaume, 
who was French military attache 
in Moscow from 1946 to 48, sums 


up: „ 
“Hitler was defeated on the 
Eastern front because he never 
realized the true import of the 
deep transformations that had oc- 
curred in the U.S.S.R. in every 
field of endeavor from 1917 on 
and he did ‘not accurately 
judge the capacity of the Red 
Army for resistance, for he had 
underestimated the total power of 
the Soviet state.” ' 


Russia Decentralizes . 


Comparisons, with circum- 
stances so entirely different, may 
not be too significant. Yet it is 
worth noting that this country is 
spending from 6 to 7 per cent of 
its total production on — 
The best guess at a com e 
figure for the U.S.S.R. is 25 to 30 
per cent. . 

And Russian spending, we may 
be sure, covers the transfer and 
dispersal of vital industries to 
widely separated areas within the 
vastness of the Soviet Union. In 
other words, they are preparing 
realistically, to resist strategic at- 
tack by atomic bombs under the 
conditions of modern warfare. 

Let’s not be so blinded by the 
magic of atomic power that we 
neglect or ignore the essentials 
of security. It may be the time 
for a complete overhaul of Ameri- 
‘ean concepts of war and peace 
rather than for a further descent 
into the awe-inspiring atom won- 
derland.

Requests Accounting. 

The move for an accounting 
was made by Senator Williams

The law required that Con- 
gress be supplied by Jan. 15,

Stili unexplained, Williams 
went on, is a dispute over $366,-

“This (accounting) should clear 
up just what these programs are 
costing,” the Republican said. 
“Congress itself has no way of 
knowing what is going on.” 

Anderson offered a partial ex- 
planation. The 1945 discrepancy 
was “not a shortage,” he said, but 
a dispute whether certain war- 
time -food purchases made by 
CCC were chargeable to the 
armed services or to lend-lease. 

The delay in reporting to Con- 
gress, he added, probably 
stemmed from conflicts between 
auditors of the CCC, under Sec- 
retary Brannan, and auditors of 
the General Accounting Office, 
under Comptroller General Lind- 
say Warren,

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State Lining Up 
The Baby Sitters

infinitely more 
critical than you 
would suspect. 
Theyre actually 
getting ready to 
take the jungle law 
,out of the world’s 
youngest profes- 
sion. 
Even now a 
state-approved pool 
of more than 150 
sitters is standing by. Hun more are 
undergoing rigorous screening for emotional 
and physical stability. They're available at uni- 
form rates under a set of rules providing for 
portal- ta- portal homeward transportation but no 
portal-to-portal pay. 

That isn’t the half of it. Before long you may 
be able to engage a bonded sitter. Then you 
can go off to that bridge party in the secure 
knowledge that all damage up to $2500 perpe- 
trated by the state sitter in your absence will be 
made good. The whole operation will be safer 
than a million-dollar payroll in Boston.

“WE'RE NOT TAKING any chances,” says 
Paul P. Connole, manager of the state employ- 
ment iservice at 1709 Locust street. “All our 
sitters have to give us three responsible refer- 
ences, Such as their clergyman or family doctor. 
And we're going to check up on the employers

“I NEVER IMAGINED it would be anything 
like this,” he gasps. “We had 475 applicants 
the first day. About 100 of them came down in 
person and we placed maybe 15 or 20 the first 
week. A writer for national magazines wrote 
me about it and some fellow in New York wants 
to put me on the radio or television. My son 
saw a story about us out in California and I’ve 
heard from Elmira, N. V., and Tampa, Fla. 

“A school for baby sitters in New York sent 
me some advice, but we’re getting up our own 
printed rules of do’s and don’ts. There'll be one 
for sitters and one for parents. We're working 
on that right now.” 

The projected instructions will tell sitters to 
conduét themselves as deputf? heads of the 
household. Employers will be counseled that 
courteous treatment of sitters inspires loyalty. 
„One thing we definitely won't sahction,” Con- 
nole warns, “is leaving a girl at an express bus 
stop to wait for the bus home at 2 am. The 
employer will either have to drive her-or get a 
cab.” Standard pay is 50 cents an hour but 
bonding might raise the rates. 

“I talked to several insurance companies about 
it.” the employment boss says, “but none knew 
how to arrive at the rate. They'd never written 
such a bond before. I finally sold one company 
on the idea what a great thing it would be to be 
the first insurance company in the United States 
to write a bond like that.”

MFANWHILE, FIVE INTERVIEWERS who 
normally spend their working hours finding jobs 
for maidg and waitresses are overrrun by appli- 
cants for sitting jobs. Most applicants are well- 
settled, middle-aged ladies, although there is a 


thin sprinkling of teen-agers. Several college 
boys have applied, but in the face of competi- 


tion from motherly types their future as state- 
sponsored sitters is bleak. State law prohibits 
employment in industry of workers under 16 
and Connole is inclined to adhere to that mini- 
mum and to a top age limit of perhaps 60 years. 
All the applicants are required to fill out the 
usual 39-question form of the employment office, 
but such questions as union membership or 
ability to drive a truck need not be answered: 

Connole, a former real estate man who has 
been in the job business since 1936, scoffs at 
the suggestion that his agency might permit 
politics to infiltrate into the baby-sitting busi- 
ness. We're all under the civil service merit 
system here,” he says, “and a job goes to the 
person who is best qualified to fill it. That 
goes for baby-sitting, too.” 

Though he is attempting manfully to handle 
the unexpected boom in sitters in the manner of 
all routine state business, even Connole can't 
quite subdue his enthusiasm at the new fron- 
tiers he seems to have opened. 

“T guess there are thousands sitting every night 
in St. Louis,” he speculates somewhat dreamily. 
“If we could just establish a centralized service 
for all of them, why it would just grow and 
grow and grow.

GENERATION ago, teachers 
learned that discipline could 
be too severe, and that when 
this was the ‘case, children did not 


prosper nor thrive. Instead, they 
droo 


ped, became retiring and self- 
centered, and cultivated resent- 
ment and hurt feelings that cul- 
minated in rebellion. Therefore, 
teachers loosened things up a bit 
so that a child might feel free 
to speak, to laugh and to be a bit 
more natural. ‘ 

To go the whole way once 
started is à human characteristic, 
and many well-meaning people 
loosened discipline to a point 
where the child was allowed to 
go his own way, do whatever 
came to his mind at the time, 
without restriction. This result- 
ed in trouble for children and 
their parents. The children felt 
alone and they resented the 
aloneness as they had resented 
the oversupervision. The results 
were not good.

The only freedom worth 
while, the only sort that will not 
destroy its possessor is freedom 
under the law. 

Children need guidance and 
control. These are gradually les- 
sened as the children grow in re- 
sponsibility, and reason for them 
is that they free the child from 
he ignorance and er-

responsible person he requires 
some degree of superivsi@n.

Venetian Blind Care 

E have been with 

some people who know just 

about all there is to know 
about Venetian blinds except 
why they are called Venetian 
blinds and not Italian blinds or 
something else. 

These people said that if you 
were going to buy blinds not to 
worry too much over whether you 
should get wood or metal ones. 
Seems that both kinds will give 
many years of service if you treat 
them right. 


The great enemies of these’ 


blinds are people with short tem- 
pers. They give the cord a hard 
yank and in time the cord breaks. 
If the blind is a little too long 
for the window, they let it drop 
its full length so that it hits the 
window sill with a hard bang. 
Another thing we learned about 
the care of blinds is not to use 
wax on them. We always thought 
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wax was good but these people 
say it isn’t. Wax will collect dirt 
and make cleaning the blinds 
more difficult. 

As far as cleaning goes, the 
best item to use on the blinds is a 
mild soap or cleaning compound. 
Don’t use strong cleaning solu- 
tions as this will dull the finish.

Dr. Anna Goldfeder Devoting Her Life to Dawn-to-Dark Work on Cancer Research

for many years now trudged up 
three flights of stairs of a dingy 
and decaying old building on New 
York’s East Side. Sometimes it 
is still dark, with the city’s lights 
sparkling on the East river and 
Manhattan’s millions still sleep- 
ing, when she takes off her coat 
and goes to work. And sometimes 
it is 16 hours later and daylight 
has gone and the lights have come 
up again before thé Polish-born 
Anna puts on her coat and finds 
her way back down those drab 
and dimly-lighted stzirs. 

To Anna’s fellow passengers on 
the clanging, rackety First avenue 
bus which she takes to work each 
morning along about dawn and 
home each evening long after 
dark, she is just another rider. 
But to the nation’s scientists, the 
tiny Anna is a famous person, one 
of the world’s foremost cancer 
experts. In the rarefied atmos- 
phere inhabited by the top author- 
ities on cancer research, Dr. Anna 
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Goldfeder is called the “Ameri- 


can Mme. Curie.” 

Although her photographs give 
the impression of a cold, austere 
woman of science, Dr. Goldfeder 
is in reality a warm and friendly, 
if somewhat shy, person. Like a 
member of a cloistered order, she 
has spent so many hours and days 
and years in the sanctuary of her 
laboratory that she finds the 
world outside a little difficult to 
meet on easy terms. 

“Perhaps you will not ask me 
to talk aboht myself,” she said to 
this reporter. Here, I have 
gathered for you some biograph- 
ical material. Rather, I would 
talk about my work.” 

With painstaking effort, she ex- 
plained, as we sat in her third: 
floor laboratory in the crumbling 
old building, the three specific 
studies on which she is now work- 
ing. One is on the protective 
agents against cancer. Another 
is on the mechanism of radiation 
effects. And the third is the 
classification of breast cancers in 
regard to their rate of growth, 
metabolic activity and radio- 
sensitivity. 

Credited with having helped 
revolutionize the treatment of 
cancer, Dr. Goldfeder some time 
ago discovered that physicians 
weren't using sufficient doses of 
X-rays and radium. Through her

research work, dosages have been 
stepped up. In her experiments 
with radio-activity, she discov- 
ered a few secrets unknown even 
to our atomic scientists. Last 
summer, Dr. Goldfeder spent her 
at the Institute of 
Nuclear Studies at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., in order to learn new tech- 
niques. But she makes it plain 
that so far the cure for cancer 
does not lie in the atom. 

“External radiation, such as 
X-rays and radium, are so far 
more applicable in destroying the 
specific cancerous lesions,” she 
said. But it is hoped that there 
will come a time when a radio- 
active substance which will selec- 
tively kill the cancer cell will be 
produced.” 

In Who’s Who, Dr. Goldfeder’s 
biography runs to the amazing 
total of 28 lines. She holds the 
distinction of being one of the 
few women listed in “American 
Men of Science.” And at 52, she 
has had 54 articles published in 
scientific journals here and 
abroad—articles dealing with her 
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cancer research, with radiology 
and experimental biology and 
medicine. She has been invited 
to speak before thé International 
Congress of Radiology in London 
and the International Cancer 
Congress *

FFICIALLY listed as Senior 
Biologist in Cancer Research 
in charge of the Cancer Re- 
search Laboratory of the New 
York Department of Hospitals, 
Anna Goldfeder came to this 
country in 1931 at the invitation 
of the late Dr. Willy Meyer, au- 
thority on cancer of the breast. 

“Dr. Meyer was writing a boek 
on cancer and he came across 
some of my published work,” she 
said. He invited me to come to 
this country to continue my re- 
search work at Lenox Hill Hos- 
pital. In 1940 I became a natu- 
ralized citizen.“ 

Before 1931 there were years 
of devotion to a single cause by 
Dr. Goldfeder. Piecemeal this re- 
porter gained from her a picture 
of a child who. never knew play. 


Before she could read, Anna 
Goldfeder was already operating 
a microscope. - 

“My parents, although intellec- 
tuals, never encouraged me,” she 
said. “In fact, I had to carry out 
my research in a hard way in 
spite of oppositions and hard- 
ships. I cannot remember the 
time when I did not have a 
strong urge for scientific investi- 
gation. Sometimes today I ask 
myself if I regret that I missed 
all the normal childhood joys, but 
how can you miss something you 
never knew?“ 

Aside from her microscope, the 
young Anna loved her violin. But 
as she grew older she knew that 
there was not room for both in 
her life. She gave up her violin 
and withdrew from the social- 
intellectual circles in which she 
moved in European. capitals, and 
dedicated her life to science. 
From a countrywoman of hers, 
the famous Mme. Curie, discover- 
er of radium, she received the 
encouragement that set her firm- 
ly on a path from which she has

never deviated. — 
In 1923. Dr. Goldfeder received 


from Karl's 


Immunology at Columbia Univer- 
sity Medical School, and with the 
late Prof. Frederick P. Gay at the 
Rockefeller Foundation for Medi- 
Research. In 1934, New 
York’s late mayor, F. H. La- 
Guardia, on the recommendation 


-of Dr. S. S. Goldwater, Commis- 
Soner of the Department of Hos- 


pitals, recognized her accomplish- 
ments by creating her present po- 
sition especially for her and gave 
her a civil service appointment to

LTHOUGH her laboratory is 

maintained by the city, Dr. 

Goldfeder set it up by herself. 
In fact, she bought most of the 
equipment herself out of her 
meager private funds. She bought 
her own laboratory animals—now 
the laboratory boasts a population 
of 450 mice and about 100 rats— 
and out of her own purse took 
the money for their food. Today 
she is faring better. She has one 
grant from the National Cancer 
Institute in Washington and two 
more from the Damon Runyon 
Fund. But resources are still 
sometimes strained in Dr. Gold- 
feder’s laboratory. 

“I am not complaining,” she 
Says. “It is only that if I had a 
modern laboratory and adequate 
assistance, the work we are doing 
could perhaps be accomplished in 
a shorter time.” 

After the dawn-till-after-dark 
hours which Anna Goldfeder 
spends among her rats and mice, 
she boards a bus for home, a 
small apartment on Manhattan's 
Fifty-second street. There till 
the small hours of the morning 
she pores over scientific tomes, 
works on papers for scientific 
journals and sometimes finds an 
hour or so to add a few pages to 
a book she is writing on cancer 
research. 

At 52, America’s Mme. Curie 
weighs only 106 pounds. She lost 
her entire family during the war. 
She has never married. She ex- 
plains it simply: 

“I never married because I 
didn't want any ties that might 
interfere with my work.”

667° AT plenty of salads.” How 

E often we see that phrase. 

Sometimes we wonder if 

there is anything magic nutrition- 
ally about a salad. 

The dictionary tells us that a 
salad is “a cold dish of green 
vegetables such as lettuce, cress, 
endive, usually dressed with oil, 
vinegar and seasonings.” A sec- 
ond description allows the inclu- 
sion of meat,, shellfish, fruit and 
other vegetables. A third defines 
the salad as “any green herbs 
grown for salad.” For nutritional 
purposes, it is the green veg- 
etables in raw form that are 
important. While we like some of 
these as relishes, when they are 
well dressed they are more ap- 
petizing and more appealing to 
the taste. In this lies the reason 
why the use of a Salad at least 
once in the day’s menu is con- 
sidered important. When a meat, 
fish or fruit salad is served, too 
often the greens which go with 
it are considered merely a gar- 
nish and are uneaten. The prin- 
cipal ingredients do contribute to 
the nutrition, of course, but they 
do not supply the same minerals 
and vitamins which the greens 
themselves offer. That term 
“green” is important, as the more 
colorful the greens, the more 
highly are they endowed. The 
outer leaves of a head of lettuce, 
for instance, if not crisp enough 
to go into the salad itself, may 
be used advantageously in cut 
form, in sandwiches. They can 
also be added to other vegetables 
while they are being cooked and 
will still retain some nutriment. 
For instance, peas cooked with 
lettuce and a slice or two of onion 
are delicious, as is also the com- 
bination of spinach or kale with 
salad greens.

East-West were trapped in the 
bidding— West, because he had 
been dealt cards that called for 
action, even over South’s three- 
bid: and East, because he was 
helpless when the “optional” dou- 
ble reached him. However, South 
failed to bring the. jaws of the 
trap together, when it came to 
the play! 

West laid down the diamond 
king. South ruffed, and for rea- 
sons that are obscure to this re- 
porter, led a spade toward dummy. 
West ducked, and the king of 
course won, On a spade return, 
East’s ten held the trick, and 
naturally, East shifted to a low 
trump to prevent spade ruffing. 
The upshot was that South lost 
three spade tricks, one trump and 
one club, and thus handed the 
opponents 200 points. 

It is hard to understand why 
South was in a hurry to open up 
the suit (spades) which contained 
the most menace for him! After 
ruffing the diamond opening, 
South's markedly correct lead was 
a club. West's best defense would 
be to hold up the ace, but an- 
other club lead would make him 
take it (or lose it forever), and 
what could he do then? Sooner 
or later the defenders would have 
to take out dummy’s trump to 
prevent spade ruffing, but mean- 
while, the spade king would re- 
main an entry to an established 
club trick. South would find it 
absurdly easy to collect, in this 
way, six of his seven trumps, one 
spade and two clubs, for the ‘very 
satisfactory total of nine tricks. 
Instead of paying out 200 points, 
North-South thus would have 
scored 730 points—a rather ma- 
terial “swing!”
